greea of the United States:—The aanm. 
blage within the nntion'fl legislative 
halls of those charged with the duty of 
making lawa for tha benefit of a gener- 
ous and free people, impressively BUg- 
geutB the exacting obligation and inex- 
orable responsibility involved in their 
taak. At the threshold of snch labor 
now to be undertaken by the convention 
of the United States congress, and in 
the discharge ol au execntive duty en- 
joined by the constitution, I submit this 
communication, containing a brief state- 
ment of the condition of our national 
affairs and recommending such legisla- 
tion as seems to ine necessary and ex- 
pedient. 


FOHKKJN POLICY. 


The history of our recent dealings 


frith other nations, and our peaceful re- 
Jations with them at this time, addition- 
ally demonstrate the advantage of con- 
sistently adhering to a firm but just for- 
eign policy, free from envious or umbi- 
tioun national schemes, and character- 
ixcd by entire honesty and sincerity. 


THK HKAZ1UAN WAR. 


The termination of the civil war-In 


Uraai] has been followed by the general 
prevalence of peace and order. In ap- 
pearing at an early stage of the insur- 
rection that its courae would call for un- 
usual watchfulness oil the part of this 
government our naval force in the har- 
bor ol Rio do Janeiro was strengthened. 
This precaution, I am satisfied, tended 
to restrict the issue to a simple trial of 
strength between the Brazilian govern- 
ment and the insurgents, aud to avert 
complications which at times seemed 
imminent, 


CHINBHK TllBATV. 


On the 17th of March last a new treaty 


with China, in further regulation of im- 
migration, was signed at Washington, 
and on August 12th it received the 
sanction of the senate. Katillcation on 
the part of Chinese and formal exchaee 
are awaited to give efface to this mutually 
isc-ricficial convention. 


TUB OIUKNTAL WAJt. 


Although the war between China and 


Japan endangers no policy of tho United 
Slates, it deserves our gravest considera- 
tion by reason of its disturbance of our 
growing commercial interests iu thu two 
countries, and tlie increased dangers 
which may result to our citizens domi- 
ciled or sojourning in the interior of 
China. Acting under a stipulation of 
our treaty with Oorea, I felt constrained 
•At the beginning of this controversy, to 
tender our good olllces to induce au 
amicable arrangement of the initial 
ilillicully. growing out of the Japanese 
demands lor administrative forms in 
Corcn, but the unhappy precipitation of 
actual hostilities defeated this kindly 
purpose. Deploring the destructive war 
between the two most powerful of the 
eastern nations, and anxious that our

commercial interests in these countries 


'' may be preserved, and that tho safety of 


our citizens there shall not be jeopar- 
dised, I would not hesitate to lieed any 
intimation that our friendly aid for tho 
honorable termination ot 
hostilities 


would be acceptable to both belligerents. 


ABOUT SKA 1.8. 


An understanding has been reached 


for the payment by tho United States of 
f ISi.OOO in full satisfaction of all claims 
which may be made by Great Britain 
for damages growing out of the contro- 
versy as to fur seals in. the Bering sea, 
or the seizure of British vessels engaged 
in taking seals in those waters. I «m 
convinced that a settlement upon tho 
terms mentioned would bo an equitable 
and advantageous one, and I recommend 
tliat provision be made for tho prompt 
payment of the stated sum. Tims far, 
<m)y France and Portugal have signified 
their willingness to abide by tlie regu- 
lations established under the award of 
tlie Paris tribunal of arbitration. 


TIIK HAWAIIAN' AKFAIIt. 


Since communicating the voluminous 


correspondence in regard to Hawaii, and 
tlie action taken by the senate and house 
of representatives on certain questions 
submitted to the judgment and wider 
direction of congress, the organization 
of ;i republican government in place of 
the provisional arrangement which fol- 
lowed the deposition of the queen has 
been announced, and with evidence of j 
ita effective operation. The recognition 
usual in such cases 1ms been accorded 
the new government.

TUB ARMY. 


From the report of the secretary of 


war, it appears that the strength of the 
army on September 30, 1894, was 2133 
officers and 25,705 enlisted men. 
While 


the maximam legal strength of the army 
is 25,000 men, and effective strength, 
through various causes,-is but a little 
over 20,000 men. 
While no considerable 


increase in the army, in my judgment 
is demanded by recent events, the policy 
of aea coast fortlications, ia the prose- 
cution of which we have ateadily en- 
gaged for some years, has BO far de- 
veloped aa to suggest that the effective 
strength of the army be now made at 
least equal to the legal strength. The 
•ecretary of war presents a plan which 
I recommend to the consideration of 
congress to attain the 
desired 
end. 


Among other things this contemplates 
the adoption of the battalion formation 
of regiments which, for several years, 
has been indorsed by the secretaries of 
war and the general commanding the 
army. It is hardly necessary to recall 
the fact that, iu obedience to the com- 
mands of the constitution and the laws, 
and for the purpose of protectine the 
property of the United States, biding 
the process of the federal courts, aud re- 
moving lawless obstructions to the per- 
formance by tbegoverumentof ita legiti- 
mate functions, it became necessary, in 
various localities, during the year to em- 
ploy a considerable portion of the regu-

Attention is called to the report of tho 


secretary of the navy, which shows very 
gratifying progress in tlie construction 
of ships for our new navy. All the ves- 
sels now building, including the tlirco 
torpedo boats authorized at the last ses- 
sion of congress, and excepting the lirst 
class battle ahip Iowa, will probably be 
completed during the coming year. The 
secretary presents, with much" earnest- 
ness, a plea for tho authorization of 
three additional battle ships and ten or 
twelve torpedo boats, while the un- 
armored vessels heretofore authorized, 
including those now nearinu completion, 
will constitute a licet which, it is be- 
lieved, will be sufficient for tho ordinary 
cruising purposes in times of peace. We 
have now completed and in process of 
construction but four first class battle 
fillips, and but a few torpedo boats. If 
we are to have a navy for warlike opera- 
tions, offensive and defensive, we cer- 
tainly ought to increase both the num- 
ber of battle ehips and torpedo boats.

States, passed iu 1888, I api«tinted in 
July hut Hon. John D. Kernan, of the 
Btate of Kew York, and Hon. Nicholas 
E.Worthington of the state of Illinois, 
to form with Carrol D. Wright, Commit 
sioner of Labor, who was designated by

residents were to participate. 


Failure was forwarded by an Insurrec- 
tion, which for a time subverted Nicara- 
guan rule, exnclling her officers and 
restoring the old organi7.ation. Thia in 
turn gave place to the existing local

established and upheld 


by Nicaragua 
Although the alien in- 


terests arrayed against Nicaragua in 
these tiansactions have been largely 
American, and the commerce of that 
region for some timo and etill is chiefly 
controlled by our citixena, we cannot for 
that reason challenge the rightful sov- 
ereignty of Nicaragua over this impor- 
tant part sf her domain. Our n*Vftl 
commanders at the ncene of theat dis- 
turbances, 
by their constant exhi- 


bition of firmness and 
good judg- 


ment, contributed largely to the pre- 
vention of more serious* consequences 
and to tho prerervation of quiet and 
order.

Though the '-ondition of tho Indians

of being bought by tho government from 
the Indians and

time authorized by the act. I am glac 
to eay, however, that tho premiums 
paid on tho bonds reduce the rate of in- 
terest to be paid by tho government to 
less than 3 par cent. Nothing could bo 
worse nor further removed from sensi- 
ble finance than the relations existing 
between the currency the government 
hftB issued, the gold held for ita redem 
tion, and the mouna which must be r 
eorted to for tho purpose of replenishing 
sneh redemption fund when impaired. 
It is perfectly and palpably plain that 
the only way, under present conditions, 
by which this reserve, when danger- 
ously depleted, can be replenished ia 
through tlio issue and sale of the bonds 
of the government for gold, and yet con- 
gress has not only thug fur declined to 
authorize tlie issue uf 
bonds

appearing in this moniiup's

CAS, IB more mutter of fuel mid common 
place, niul dctils lues in political plati 
tmlcs anJ i>hnisca to jtleaso tho publi 
tlian any ol his previous communications 
to congress or proclamations to tlic peo- 
ple. He mentions with scarcely A coi 
meat, the facie of our peaceful relations 
with other nations; the termination o 
the war in Brazil; the negotiation of a 
new treaty with China; the Orienta 
war, 
anil the tender of his services as 


mediator; thu controversy with Great 
Britain over the Alaska seal fisheries 
the formation of a republican govern 
inent in Hawaii and its recognition bj 
thie government. Ho revieweatsreJiter 
length the lUuelields incident in Nica 
ragua, and barely mentions the 
ragua canal project. He afiks cougres 
to authorize this country to withdraw 
from its engagements with other conn 
tries to take care of £auioa. He calls 
attention to tho report of the secretaries 
of war and the navy, and makes eome 
sensible suggestions as to both depart- 
ments. He also call attention to the re- 
port of the attorney general relative to 
the affairs of tho Union Pacific rail- 
road, and tacitly indorses his scheme for 
the adjustment of their obligations to 
the government. He speaks of the in- 
creased deficit in the postal department. 
Refering to the report of the secretary 
of the interior he says he approves the 
recommendation to protect our forest 
reserves. This means that he would 
extend the boundaries our present resor- 
vations and rigidly exclude all etock 
from them. 


After referring to the frauds in Hie 


pensions bureau, to ojricuKiiro, to the 
establishment of a national board of 
health and the strike commiseion, he 
reviews the tariff and financial question e 
nt considerable length. He urges con 
greeB to repeal the duty on iron and 
coal and the differcutiiil duty on'refined 
eugar, and to prevent the registry under 
the American flae of foreign built ships. 


He labore hard to defend the policy of 


the administration in issuing bonds 
BKainet the proteat'df congress and the 
people, and declares that he will con- 
tinue to do so until congress makes 
BOiue provision for getting rid of th e 
greenbacks now used for depleting the 
treasury of gold. 


Hid position upon questions of finance 


are in direct antagonism with the vas t 
majority of thoughtful Americans, and 
if he ipeaka for tho Democratic party, 
us he ifl supposed to, there ia no reaeon 
why any man believing in a protective 
tariff tmd in a national currency of gold 
and Oliver and paper, ehouid longer 
affiliate with Democracy.

shall I do?" He owns Ins teams, plows, 
and all the other machinery necessary 
lor hit business, and whether he owns 
or leases his lands, matters not. The 
question of whether to plow and BOW or 
quit the business entirely, is unsolved. 
There is absolutely no encouragement 
for wheat farmers. The uncertainty of 
the season cuta little figure as compared 
with tho almost certain low prices that 
will prevail when he shall have his crop 
ready for market. At present prices he 
is bound to lose money. If he does not 
try it again, and trusts to luck, as he 
has been in the habit of doing when the 
only thing that gave him uny special 
concern was the uncertainty of tlie rain- 
fall, what on earth can he do with his 
"plant." 


Many farmers in the San .lomjnin 


valley have thousands of dollars' worth 
of mules, harvesters, plows and' other 
property, utterly useless for anything 
except wheat farming, and they are 
almost obliged to continue business at 
the old stand. They arc in the plight 
of the polar bear on the body of the dead 
walrus in mid-ocean, if it ate the walrus 
it would drown, if it did not eat it, it 
would starve to death.
